Strength of Heated Metals. 


Some interesting experiments on the 


effects of heating on the strength and 
ductility of metals used for machines 
and structures were recently made at 
the Royal 
dockyard, 
Portsmouth, 


England. All bronzes showed a reg- 
ular, but not serious, 
doorcase of 


strength and ductility up to a certain 
point—which is between three and 
four hundred degrees for ordinary gun 
metals—beyond which the strength 
suddenly drops to about one-halt and 
the ductility 
vanishes. 
Phosphoi- 


bronze preserves 
two-thirds ol its 


strength and one-third of its ductility 
up to five hundred degrees Fahrenheit; 
and Mantz metal and pure copper are 
also fairly satisfactory in these re- 
spects. 
Wrought 
iron 
gains 
in 


strength up to five" hundred degrees, 
but loses in ductility up to three hun- 
dred degrees, after which it gains. 
Open-hearth steel is not affected in 
strength by a temperature of five hun- 
dred degrees, but its ductility is re- 
duced one-halt—Arkaiuaw Traveler.

Strangled, to Death 


"BUnky" Morgan Crime. 


COLUMBUS, O, Ang, 2 — "Slinky" Mor- 


gan will be hanged nt the penitentiary 
between midnight to-night aud sunrise 
Friday morning—most likely between one 
«ad two o'clock—for the murdar of De 
toctive Wm H Hulligan ou the night 
Cleveland & Pittsburgh express on the 
night of February 4,1887. 


The facts leading up to the crime are as 


follows 
On the morning of January 28, 


1887, 
the fur store of .Benedict & Rudey, 


No 245 Superior street, Cleveland, was 
entered ]ust at daybreak by burglars 
and eight thousand dollars worth of seal- 
skin sacqttes and turs taken. The rob- 
bery was a very my steriouSNone, since the 
place was closely guarded and watched 
by the regular police nnd private watch- 
men 
Thirty-six garments in all were 


taken 
As soon as the robbery became 


known to tho police.Captim Henry Hoehu 
gave orders for his men to watch all the 
roads leading out of the city. 


The burglary occurred on Friday morn- 


ing, and on Sunday at 3 a, m , Thomas 
Storrey, an Ohio street coal dealer, was 
arrested as being tho man who, on the 
Friday night previous, had driven three 
men and two Saratoga trunks to tho 
Cleveland & Pittsburgh railroad station 
at Bedford 
He afterwards confessed 


that the men had paid him a round sum 
for hauling them, on condition that he 
keep quiet That when half wny to tho 
station one of his horses had given out, 
and tnat the men had entered n barn and 
stole a horse to continue the journey 
Three ot the wen purchased "tickets to 
Allegheny City, Pn 


The Pittsburgh police were notified, and 


Harry McUunn, a noted crook, was ar- 
rested as one of the pi obable burglars 
Requisition papers were secured nnd 
Captain Hoehn and Detective Hulligan, 
of Cleveland, prepared to take thoir man 
back to the scene, and when the eleven 
o'clock train for Cleveland reached 
Ravenna, the two officers were set iipon 
by a band of thugs, and after Hulligan 
had been half muidered aud Hoehn so 
badly injured that he laid for months 
hovering between life and death, the 
prisoner McVunn was unshackled from 
his captors and hurried away by the 
desperadoes 


Hulllgnn and Hoehn wcie taken to 


Cleveland that night, and after lingering 
In great ngonj until February 8, Detec- 
tive Hulligan died of his injuries 


A reward of $18,000 being off ei ed f or tho 


apprehension of the murderers, detect- 
ives from all parts of the country flocked 
to the sceuo 
After a number of BUS- 


pecta had been arrested and released, 
suspicion pointed to three men as the

He 
Invited a newspaper man who was pres- 
ent to join him in his last supper, aud the 
two sat at tbe table and talked for ten 
minutes, bat not a morsel passed Mor 
gan's rfps. He has stolidly refused the 
ministrations of clergymen who called to 
see him, *-nd while refraining always 
from talking on religion, 5ms been re- 
garded as a Free-Thinker. 


After supper he was left with the guard 


the warden declining to allow any one t< 
see him. The prison officials had doubled 
the guards on the walls and at all the 
gates, so that a strong besieging force 
could have been withstood. 


Morgan'* Dying; Statement, 


COMJMBCS, O., Aug 3.—"Blinky" Mor 


gan. has written a letter to the warden ot 
the Ohio penitentiary, In which, after 
thanking him for the kind treatment he 
has received at the hands of the warden, 
he says 


There will be much curiosity, no doubt, nnd 
perhaps some Interest in what I have to say 
relative to my alleged connection with the 
crime for which I am to be hanged, ami to sat 
Isfy the curious, as well as to relieve the over 
burdened minds of the Interested, I reassert 
my declaration of entire Innocence of any con 
nectlon whatever with either the theft of the 
furs, the rescue of MoMunn, or the murder o 
Detective Hulllgan There will doubtless be 
some people who will not hesitate to declare 
died with a falsehood on my tongue simply be- 
cause my assertion can not correspond with 
their belief and prejudice To all such permit me 
toaay, "Wait Time will eventually substantiate 
my declaration of innocence '' Had I suoceodet 
in obtaining another hearing of my case
